That wa s probably 
the reason the specia l coach reserved 
for editors on the Taft Indiana train 
to Cincinnati 
yesterda y, 
wa s 
not 
crowded when they pulled into Kush- 


ville. 
But they had to have a ca r load of 
editors when they stea med into the 
<Queen City. 
The program sa id so, 
.and a banner on the side of the 
specia l coa ch told of the “ a nimals in 
the den.” 
So it remained for Rush- 
ville to deliver the goods. 
A pa rty of over forty, including 
the nex t governor, J a mes E. W a tson, 
left here to “ Tell it to T a ft,” and 
they were pressed into service a s In­ 
dia na editors — every mother's son 
o f them. 
Mr. Wa tson to o k them in­ 
to the coa ch and introduced them 
¿ around to the rea l-for-sure editors, 
.and they were given the right hand 
o f pencilship. 
Few of them ever had 
the plea sure of wiping their ha nds on 
n printing office towel that sta nds up 
in the corner, or even ha d their pa ti­ 
ence tried by an office devil, but, 
¡nevertheless, they were full-fledged 
editors when 
Carl Riddick pinned 
ba dges and buttons on them, pro­ 
cla iming them to the world a s the 
moulders of opinion in the iioosier 
« State. 
They were the Forty Thli es 
w ho stole into Cincinnati's hospita l­ 
ity ex tended to the newspa per fr a ­ 
ternity, under the guise of being ink 
slingers. 
And it seemed no end of ludicrous 
situa tions and perplex ing and em ­ 
ba rra ssing positions arose.

ville forty) to Mr. Ta ft, and they 
sa t down in the parlor and “ Talked it 
-over with Charley.”
